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Tha Horn Barracks at Frankfurt vjqto divided into three "zones"* Zone 1 con- 
tained persons who were classed as major criminals, including all fomer Ger- 
man officers of field, grade or higher. Zorn II contained arsons a'minst whom 
twig re rrere only minor charges, as well as those in the process of being re- 
leased,) Zone III contained TOs who wore returning from Russia* 

The Russians made a point of allotting no one to die In Zones II or III of the 
camp* Those desperately ill and on the point of death were loaded on wagons 
and moved to the Hindenburg Barracks i'io or three miles away, where they died 
and nog a burled* The doctors in the Horn Barracks infirmary found it diffi- 
cult give effective treatment to the sick because of the shortage of drugs; 
their * def occupation was the keeping of elaborate case histories in which 
records* of medical dosages were entered even when none were in fact adminls- 
tered—whlch was usually the case* The Russian authorities ’/ere insistent 
upon the keeping of paper evidence to the effect that the treatment of prisoners 
was in all cases correct and humane* Medicines and anaesthetics were available, 
as a rule, only on occasions when there i^jas an inspection of the camp. Opera- 
tions could be performed only with the specific sanction of the Russian physicians 
in charge, and this remission was given only after long delays, in the course 
of which the patient sometimes died. A Dr. Hauer is mentioned as ono who, when 
suffering from an ailment which could have been cured through operation, 
nevertheless died because the permission to operate was never granted* 
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
